Kft ougg the new Housing Choice contains many facets of change, the Redding Housing

Authority continues its commitment to maintain a lease-up rate of more than 98%.
However, in the past year, this achievement was difficult to maintain due to the loss of
lease months during the conversion process and income targeting. The combination of
those issues increased the leases lost by more than 200 during this last year. The RHA did
apply for additional vouchers under the Mainstream for the Disabled Program, but were
not funded. However, the RHA did obtain additional vouchers due to the opting out of
cooperative. The RHA gained 48 additional vouchers with the completion of that
conversion. RHA will remain diligent in its efforts to maximize in the community the
federal funds available for subsidies and whenever feasible secure additional funding.
Housing staff is available on a daily basis to respond to public inquiries regarding program
participation. Staff will provide a landlord workshop and cosponsor a Fair Housing
Workshop. These strategies are realistic and achievable.
